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lor the next two vears or so, one of the 
topics which will dominate politics im_ the 
United Kingdom must be home rule. It 1s 
safe to say, indeed, that unless some indus- 
trial or foreign crisis of overshadowing mag- 
nitude should arise, home rule will inevitably 
overshadow every other issue. In these 
circumstances, it is wise to attempt to gain 
some broader view of the situation than 1s 
possible from the camps of the two arnues 
pitched over against Dublin. ‘To try to discover the hidden fires 
without which the smoke of agitation never curls upward against 
the political horizon. 

The man who endeavors to solve the home rule riddle. from the 
Thebes of the party club is little likely to meet with the success of 
Oedipus. It is necessary to go a little deeper than that to realize 
something of the structure of Irish society, from the. days of the 
Milesian conquest, something of that other conquest by Strongbow. 
something of that third conquest of Cromwell's, something of the 
iniquity of the commercial legislation of centuries, something of the 
terror of the penal laws, all culminating in that pathetic revolution 
of ‘98. Then, of course, there are other memories. The July morn- 
ing when William rode into the Boyne, the Sunday evening when the 
worshipers coming from the cathedral in Derry heard the crash of 
the relieving ships bursting the boom across the Foyle, the Union of 
1801, and the old Parliament House on College Green. In all these 
events you have sentiment blent in the most intricate wav with 
economic conditions, for the Connaught farmer who thinks of Sars- 
field and Lord dward, thinks naturally also of the hedgerow priest 
and of the emptv harbors of Cork and Limerick: whilst the Antrim 
farmer, who thinks of Wolseley and Walker, thinks also of the Linen 
liall in Belfast and the shipping in the Lough. So there have grown 
up two Irelands, within and without the pale, the Ireland of the green 
flag and the Ireland of the Union Jack, and the question is, how to 
niake them one, as the genius of Pitt made one nation of the tartan 
and the scarlet a century and a half ago. 

It may be that the lovalty of the Orangeman, “from Portadown 
upon the Bann,” is every bit as “conditional” as when that tamecus 
song was the joy of the northeast circuit. One thing, however, he 
shares with the “rebelly Papishes,” and that 1s an unconquerable love 
of the soil. Whether it be the mist drifting over Killarney or the 
spray breaking over the iron coast of Antrim, it 1s Just as Davis wrote 
vears ago of the Blackwaters of the north and south: 


Home Rule 


for lreland 


Let their borders be free from oppression and blight: 
May their daughters and sons ever fondly unite— 
The glorv of Ulster, 
The Leauty of Munster, 
Our strength and delight. 


It is this love of country which, whatever may be the result of 
the present struggle, may yet level the causeway of Portadown, for 
it iS one of the least selfish of human instincts. Through it, the con- 
tending factions may vet learn to make practical the words of that 
praver, heard daily in the House of Commons, with which Mr. Red- 
mond so fittingly closed his great speech on the first reading, to strive 
for “the uniting and knitting together therein of the hearts of all 
persons and estates within the same in true Christian love and 
charity.” '

THE convention in Boston last summer of 
the Associated Advertising Clubs was note- 
worthy because of its good fellowship, splen- 
did vitality and a disposition to face squarely 
some of the ethical responsibilities of con- 
temporary business. On the latter point it 
was not deemed sufficient to generalize and 
pass platitudinous resolutions impeccable in 
spirit and ideal. Contrition for past offenses 
was shown; concrete disreputable practises 
were condemned, and explicit pledges of reparation and reform were 
inade. 

The first patent proof for the public that the Boston debate was 
not a dress: parade and that war really was meant was the decision 
of the organized advertising men of New York city to cooperate 
heartily with the district attorney in detecting and prosecuting fraud- 
ulent advertisers. Some skirmishes on this line already have caused 
consternation among persons whose careers as parasites On socicty 
have made them disreputably prosperous. 

Now comes the state of Massachusetts with a law (chapter 489, 
acts of 1912) which makes a law-breaker and an enemy of society 
(as well as of decent journalism) of any person, firm or corporation 
that “knowimgly makes or disseminates any statement or asser- 
tion of fact concerning the quantity, the quality, the method of pro- 
duction or manufacture, the cost of production, the cost to the adver- 
user, the present or former price, or the reason for the price of the 
merchandise of such person, f#m, corporation or assoctation 
which statement or assertion has the appearance of an offer advan- 
tageous to the purchaser and 1s untrue or calculated to mislead.” For 
proved misdemeanors of this kind, an emplover or Ihis responsible 
employee shall be subject to a minimum fine of $10 and a maximum 
fine of S500. 

Paternity of this Jaw must be credited in part to the Pilgrim 
Publicity Association, which enrolls most of the local advertising 
agents and managers of advertising in the citys daily, weekly and 
monthly papers. The drastic form of the law, however, must be 
credited to legislators aiter they had evidence of the necessity for it; 
and part ot this evidence was the opposition to such legislation by cer- 
tain journalistic and commercial forces. Inasmuch as the provisions 
above quoted apply not only to advertising in newspapers, but also 
to circulars, form letters, billboards, signs, cards and labels, it will 
be seen that there has been no discrimination. A thorough job has 
been done. The loophole through which offenders will crawl, if

“at all, will be in the dithculty the state may have of proving “know- 


ing” use of advertising that is fraudulent. 

A pubhe that 1s somnolent will not care whether this law is 
enforced or not. But there is a vigilant and ever-growing constitu- 
ency of consumers of manutactured and vended products that will 
welcome quick testing of the issue as to whether this law has “teeth.” 


THERE are reasons, Of course, why the southern melons should

ALIGNMENT Of organizations of races that 
have been recently invading the United 
States in large numbers against the new and 
more rigid immigration act recommended bv 
the Dillingham investigating committee seems 
hkely to fail in defeating the project, even 
though it be a year of “politics,” when leaders 
of both parties are loath to alienate any con- | 
siderable number of electors. The Senate has | 
gone on record favoring much stricter tests as oS 
to literacy and character than hitherto have been imposed, and the 
country is surely back of any such protective legislation. For that is 
what it 1s, in a very real sense, a sense that British colonial policy and 
Australian and Canadian immigration laws recognized long since and 
gave form to in restrictions that have made for homogeneity, sobriety 
and a more stable form of democratic civilization. 

If the more conservative elements of organized labor in the 
United States can be encouraged at the present time, they will con- 
tinue to be found, for economic reasons, supporting a policy of 
restriction that other elements of society may favor on other 
grounds. Extension of the syndicalist movement in the United 
states will doubtless crystalize the restriction sentiment wherever it 
exists and force Congress and Presidents to act. The day for hos- 
pitable sentimentality has passed and also that of trafficking in 
imported cheap labor by American manufacturers. Right dispersion 
and settlement of such population as the nation now has is more nec- 
essary than increase from without. The high mark of assimilative 
capacity has been reached, and some organs of society that are 
expected to carry on the process of assimilation are unequal to the 
present strain. They need a chance to rest.

Persons still preter- 

ring the ancient and expanded torms may use 

them; but chents and lawyers wishing to ‘cut 
— loose from the hampering and in many cases 
senseless ancient verbiage and repetitions of documents that, as now 
used, have their roots in colonial New I.ngland and old I:nglish prac- 
tise, are free to do so. Kegister Fitzgerald as a custodian and 
official charged with responsibility of copying and filing documents 
has faced the matter fron: a somewhat utilitarian standpoint. ‘The 
reform to hin means merease of the output of his clerical force aud 
alse of facilities for filing documents. Itxigencies of admunistra- 
tive service forced Ini to favor anything that proposed to diminish 
the volume of work to be Gone and the bulk of record to be carefully 
vuarded. For much the same reasons of economy of time, progres- 
sive lawvers, convevancers and persons with large real estate and 


property interests also favored the change. 

Every instance of this kind is a wholesome sign of vitality. 
To be sure, the growth of law as applied to property rights has made 
necessary increasing care and explicitness in defining the meaning 
and scope of transfers of the same. But the conveyancer, like the 
advocate, is being forced into breyity. reality and modernity im his 
dealings with issues of law. The bench has no time tor redundant 
rhetoric in pleadings. The custodian of deeds and mortgages wants 
binding documents that make clear what 1s transterred and on what 
terms. But he, too, wants terse verity. 

The layman who sells or buys property also wishes a system of 
documentation that he can at least approximately understand when 
asked by his lawver to affix a signature that gives worth to the docu- 
ment. At the same time he wants clarity of statement as to what is 
really being done and security as to the result. [lence reforms of this 
kind would better fall into the hands of competent men, men who 
appreciate the value of much of the terminology that a layman, 
because of inexperience in litigation and contempt for complexity of 
any kind, is inclined to undervalue.

Tue red country schoolhouse has plaved too 
honorable a part in the domestic history of 
the United States for us not to speak of It 
with liking and respect. But it was largely 
the fruit of its time and surroundings, partry, 
also, it was perhaps of use to the country at 
a time when the population was more 
homogeneous and more animated by a 
common ideal, and in any case when the time 
came that the children of the country could 
he given something better, it was bound to be seen that thev ought to 
have it. After a while the advance came in many places, but not in 
all, until there has come a definitely expressed opimon that rural 
schools should be enabled to give more to their pupils than they do 
at present. Various arguments are made, as they can best be made, 
by professional teachers. but the argiunnent that we make to our 
readers in this behalf is a political one, namely, that by proper rural 
education a great deal nav be done to create a class of farmers that 
will be able to bring to the problems of the country the same 
systematized plan, the same intelligent imdustry and the same 
acquaintance with the needs of the day that are supposed to be shown 
by the man that earns Ins living in the city. One thing that this 
would do would alone be of the greatest value: it men could thereby 
develop the ability to fasten themselves to the soil as quite as sure a 
means of livelihood as anything else, there would be created a far 
larger and more stable rural population in the United States than at 
present can be counted certain. Could this result be obtained we 
believe that one of the proofs of a country s greatness and prosperity 
would be assured, but until the country bred boy 1s shown why and 
how he can stay upon the land and be as happy as he would be in the 
city we cannot blaine him tor swelling the throng that clatters toward 
the abode of moving pictures and electric lights. The agricultural 
college does a vast deal towards this good end, but we submit that 
the work ought to begin with the schoolboy, his intelligence being so 
trained and enlightened there that intellectually and as a matter of 
interest he can understand the value of mnproved methods and how 
to apply them to his particular problem as a boy whose living is to be 
made ona farm. I:specially do we think that our words apply to 
New England, where the territory is such that farming on the 
enormous seale practised in the West will never be possible. No one 
can spend any length of time in New England outside of cities 
without seeing that men of foreign traming in the careful methods 
of the old world can take old farms that native American farmers 
find unprofitable and make them pay. We do not believe that any 
country can do well without the yeomen and we do not think that 
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New I:ngland ought to inyport hers, when by labor and willingness to 
learn her own sons can vet supply a yeoman population. We sas this 
without any reflection on those that coming from other lands have 
cast in their lot with the New England farmer, but rather that trom 
them he may learn a desson in ititensive farming, a task to be 
accomplished by the habits of intelligent thinking that can be begun 
in school. 

The attitude of those that in political problems think in terms ot 
urban interests and forget the rural, is that of the gentleman in Punch 
who, when the landlady told him that there was no bread in the house, 
said, very good, to bring him some toast. Organization, method, 
intormation, education, &ll these should be brought to bear upon the 
boy in the rural school that he mav understand the relation that the 
rural districts in a country bear to the urban districts and this done 
he will come to see at once his interest and his duty 
ONE reason why the angjents would not “give 
a fig’ for anything they did not want was 
because they could not think. of anything 
more plentiful or less valuable in season.

dwelt in the fig belt of Asia from 2000 to 
e000 vears ago. One will have to go to Fig 


California in this country in order to take 
in the tull meaning of the old expression of 
disregard. Our estecmed contemporary, the 
Wholesale Grocer. tells of one cluster of trees in California that 
produced last season 180,000 pounds of figs, and of another and very 
much smaller cluster that produced 72,000 pounds, or the equivalent 
of 560 pounds to the tree. 

In fact, it is the fruitfulness of the California fig tree that pre- 
vents it trom being one of the most popular shade trees in the world. 
The early orchardists made the mistake of planting the young fig 
trees too close together; that is, from twenty to twenty-two feet 
apart. These did not thrive, for the reason that thev needed mvre 
growing room. Those planted thirty-six feet apart did much better ; 
those planted forty-eight feet apart have done much better still. ‘The 
frst lot have grown together into almost a solid mass; those planted 
thirty-six feet apart are now interlapping their branches. Where fig 
trees have been planted twenty teet apart by the roadside—a tavor- 
ite way of planting them now—thev have grown, eight feet from the 
eround, into a solid hedge. As intimated already, although its foliage 
is extremely dense, the tree is not used much for shade purposes, 
because in the ripening season the figs are continually dropping trom 
the branches. 


A. person lying on his back, with his mouth open, in 
a hanmnock under the branches of a tig tree could soon have his mouth 
full. ‘Uhis sounds Californian, but it is a fact. 

The Adriatic and the Smyrna tigs—the latter called the “Cali- 
fornia —are those most cultvated. lhe average production 1s about 
100 pounds to the tree. They run about a ton to the acre, at a 
market value of about $120. The bare cost of cultivation and curing 
is about $20 an acre. This leaves 4 profit of $100 an acre, which is 
prettv tair. It should be said, however, that the trees which will 
inake a return of this kind do not come into bearing tor from seven 
to ten years. Idowever, planting fig trees is lke planting rubber 
trees. Supposing the conditions to be equally favorable, in each case 
one spends several years in creating a capital, and if ene only have 
the patience one may then enjoy the luxury of drawing annual and 
comfortable dividends. In a merely speculative way, there is prub- 
ably not much either in rubber or figs; practical results are best 


assured to those who go into the planting of either as a business. 


BECAUSE of certain disagreeable occurrences 
in San Diego, Cal., recently, that energetic 
and enterprising little city has been subjected 
to an unusual amount of newspaper comment, 
some of it not altogether favorable. It wall 
be recalled that citizens ot the community 
organized a committee of safety and com- 
pelled a large number of persons deemed 
objectionable and dangerous to depart beyond 
its corporate limits. Only meager reports 
of the details were received.in other parts of the country, and these 
in several instances, undoubtedly, left an erroneous impression. In 
some respects the conditions prevaithng in San Diego for a while 
were analogous to those prevailing in a few of the industrial cities 
of New England. It appears that the authorities of San Diego did 
not move toward the expulsion of anybody until it seemed that 
strangers im large number were being shipped into the place for ‘lie 
sole purpose of creating and continuing indefinitely disorder and riot. 

The San Diego Union vigorously defends the extreme measures 
resorted to by the authorities on the ground that it was the only 
reasonable and proper course left open. What practically amounted 
to martial law, it 1s admitted, prevailed for a time: groups of 1 
intruders were marched to the outskirts, plainly told to leave an 
warned not to come back; street speaking by advocates of an 
inciters to violence was prohibited, newspapers that through ign 
rance of the real condition misrepresented the tacts were “withdrawn 
from circulation’—in a word, for a short time the people of San 
Diego took matters completely into their own hands, and with results 
that were entirely satisfying. 

There are times when extraordinary measures must be take 
to safeguard the welfare of a community. [Episodes not so very dit- 
ferent from this at San Diego are chronicled of New York. San 
l‘rancisco, Chicago, Cincinnati, New Orleans and many other Amer-
